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Ir you buy anything, or if you sell anything, you 
are interested in trade-marks, as an arbitrary mark or 
design (a trade-mark) cannot be applied to goods by 
unauthorized parties without violation of the common 
law, but registration of certain trade-marks in the 
United States patent office has given the registrant 
statutory in addition to common law rights. In a 
recent decision, in Warner vs. Searle & Hereth Co., 
the United States Supreme Court held that these statu- 
tory privileges inure only to marks on goods used in 
foreign commerce or in commerce with Indian tribes. 
However a bill introduced by Senator Stewart, Jan. 
12, 1904; is intended to extend to trade-marks used in 
interstate commerce the statutory rights and privileges 
accorded to trade-marks used in foreign or Indian 
commerce. All manufacturers and inventors should 
write to their senators and representatives in Congress, 
asking their support for the measure.

Iron Horse. “cademy. 
In all parts of Africa the railway is 
wresting ground from the caravan and cart. Live 
calves carried 175 miles in sacks hung over the backs 
of mules; the camel and the donkey and the two- 
wheeled cart as active competitors for freight and pas- 
senger traffic will soon be things of the past. The 
Cape to Cairo Railway, like the mid-rib of a leaf, joined 
with numerous east and westward branches terminat- 
ing in its ocean margin, will soon carry over the whole 
of the Dark Continent the life of modern civilization 
and build up empires of wealth and culture. 

Before the close of 1903 the South African Char- 
tered Company expended £2,000,000 for railway pur- 
poses, one-half for the completion of the line from 
Buluwayo to Victoria Falls, including a fine steel 
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bridge over the Zambesi, and the construction of three 
branch lines varying in length from 25 to 100 miles 
in contiguous territory. The other £1,000,000 are to 
be devoted to a continuation of the Cape to Cairo 
Railway from Victoria Falls northward to the great 
bend in the Kafu river, a branch of the Zambesi, where 
valuable deposits of copper and lead have been dis- 
covered. 

Turning to Asia, we find that no single enterprise 
has in recent years achieved greater international im- 
portance than the Anatolian Railway. The first ninety 
miles of this gigantic project of 1,500 miles of railway 
between the Sea of Marmora and the Persian gulf 
were constructed by the Turkish government during 
the seventies of the past century. In 1888 a German 
syndicate purchased the lines as far as Ismid and se- 
cured a charter for its extension. During the next 
four years the line was extended to Angora. In 1896 
the main line was opened for traffic to Konia, and on 
July 27, 1903, construction was resumed on the suc- 
ceeding section from Konia to Ereglia. It seems 
reasonably certain that the entire line will be con- 
structed, reducing the time between London and Bom- 
bay to eleven and possibly nine days. 

The expénditure of some $12,000,000 has _ been 
authorized for Russian railway extensions and a pow- 
erful syndicate of Russian and foreign capitalists is 
projecting numerous transverse lines to intersect with 
the Siberian Railway. 

The past year in the railway world of China was, 
what it will probably continue to be for years to come, 
a period of international rivalry in securing privileges 
and concessions. The concession granted in June, 
1902, to the American-China Development Company, 
Rear Admiral Evans, writing from the Asiatic naval 
station, regards as “the most important single interest 
we now have in this section of China.” This is a line 
about 700 miles in length, between Canton and 
Hankow. 

The German-Chinese Railway Company, embracing 
the Deutsche Bank, Dresden Bank and ten other 
strong German financial institutions, was incorporated 
in Berlin with a nominal capital of $2,500,000 for the 
purpose of financing Chinese state railways. The 
Russo-Chinese Bank raised a-loan of 40,000,000 francs 
in Paris for the construction of the Ching-Tai Rail- 
way, a western branch of the Lu-han Railway, the 
trunk line between Hankau and Peking, in which 
French and Belgian capital is heavily interested. In 
June, 1903, the British government asked China to 
grant to the Peking syndicate railway a guaranty of 
5 per cent on the same terms as had been granted to 
the Russo-Chinese Bank for the Ching-Tai Railway. 
At the same time England asked for “favorable run- 
ning powers” over certain railways, a share in the con- 
cession for the Yen-Pu Railway, and “preference” in 
providing capital for the Hu-pei-Sze-Chuan Railway 
in-case the assistance of foreign capital is required. 
In a word, the railway problem in China to-day is pri- 
marily a question of maintaining a modus vivendt 
between competing foreign capital. 

Legislation providing for a great transcontinental 
railway is the most important recent railway event in 
Australasia. The transcontinental railway act was 
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passed in November, 1902, and bids for the construc- 
tion of the line will be received until May 2, 1904. The 
projected railway extends from Oodnadatta, in South 
Australia, to Pine Creek in the northern territory, clos- 
ing the gap between Adelaide and Port Darwin on the 
south and north coasts respectively. The existing line 
between Adelaide and Oodnadatta is 688 miles in 
length, and that from Port Darwin to Pine Creek 145% 
miles, which, together with the projected connecting 
line of 1,200 miles, will bring the total up to about 
2,000 miles, or approximately equal to the distance be- 
tween the head of Lake Superior and the Pacific coast. 

In South America the Trans-Andine project plays 
the role of transcontinental railway. The termini are 
Buenos Ayres and Valparaiso, and, when completed, 
will reduce the time between these two cities to forty- 
eight and possibly to thirty-six hours. 








This paper has frequently taken up 
The Parcels the cudgels against the parcels post. It 
Post. has shown how that measure reeks with 
paternalism, is the most vicious of class 
legislation and is certain to prove a detriment to retail 
interests. Every hardware dealer knows that the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association’ is de- 
cisively on record as opposed to this bill, and that 
President W. H. Bogardus and Secretary M. L. Corey 
have done magnificent work in checking work done by 
the emissaries of this measure. That the national asso- 
ciation is but the mirror of state associations in this 
matter is strikingly proven by the following excerpts 
from the annual addresses of presidents of eight state 
hardware associations. 

North Dakota, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Connecticut and California also showed unmistakably 
where they stood in this matter, and while in Ohio 
President Bogardus omitted any brick bats for this 
catalogue house pet bill in his annual address, deeming, 
doubtlessly, that his published remarks fully covered 
this matter, Secretary Burr showed aggressive activity 
in this matter, and Mr. Hutsinpillar had a turn at the 
bat Besides. We do not know of one member of any 
retail hardware association who favors the parcels post. 

MISSOURI. 
President Taylor Frier of the Missouri Retail Stove & 
Hardware Dealers’ Association said: “I desire to call your 
attention to the importance of individual and organized influ- 
ence against the parcels post bill now before the congress of 
our country. The power that is behind this measure and is 
urging its passage must not be underestimated, and it be- 
hooves the retail trade of the United States to awake to the 
fact that if they desire to protect their interest, immediate 
action is necessary. As I understand, the committee to whom 
this measure was referred have either reported favorably or 
announced they would do so.” 
COLORADO. 
President A. L. Branson of the Colorado Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association said: “Let us not lose sight of the 
threatened parcels post bill, whose passage means so much to 
that octopus, the catalogue house, and destruction to the great 
army. of the retail dealers throughout the country. If its pas- 
sage is defeated it will be through the efforts of the Retail 
Dealers’ Association, supplemented by the aid of the Jobbers 
and Manufacturers’ Association, with most of the honor due 
the Retail Hardware Association, through this National 
Association.” 
ILLINOIS. 
President Chas. H. Williams of the Illinois Retail Hard- 






ware Dealers’ Association said: “That the parcels post con- 
test is still on is well known to all of you and never was 
there a more effective argument from the dealer’s standpoint 
than that delivered at the Atlantic City convention by our 
National Association president, Mr. W. P. Bogardus.” 


MINNESOTA. 


President W. H. Tomlinson, Minnesota Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, said: “One of the advantages of organ- 
ization and co-oneration is shown in the work of the different 
state associations in regard to the parcels post bill now before 
congress. This bill has met with uniform opposition by them, 
by which so far it has succeeded in defeating. Mr. Corey, 
our national secretary, will inform you more fully on that 
subject.” 

WISCONSIN, 

President Leon Findiesen, Wisconsin Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, said: “The parcels post bill is a cata- 
logue house measure, pure and simple, and it is the duty of 
every member of this and kindred associations to do every- 
thing in his power to defeat this infamous bill. I express the 
hope, therefore, that you will not let this appeal go unheeded, 
but will write your congressman to work and vote against 
the measure.” 

NEW YORK. 


President W. D. Hollowell of New York State Associa- 
tion of Retail Hardware Dealers; said: “The parcels post 
bill, as you know, is in the interest of the catalogue and mail 
order houses. If passed the saving to two of the large cata- 
logue houses in mailing their catalogues would amount to 
$500,000 annually. It would also add to our already large 
deficit in the postoffice department the large sum of ten mil- 
lions or more the first year. It is one of the greatest dangers 
threatening the retail interest of the country to-day. It would 
be interesting to know what has been done by our association 
in opposition to this bill. How many have sent petitions? 
How many have written their member or senator? 

“This bill would have passed last year had it not been for 
the opposition of the associations. The fight continues; is 


. still on. What is done should be done quickly, every member 


should act at once. A representative of the national associa- 
tion is with us to-day and will give us the latest information 
in regard to this bill. At the sixteenth annual banquet .of the 
Chamber of Commerce of this city, held January 7, Mr. John 
Brisbane Walker spoke on postal matters, defen the par- 
cels post bill. At the regular monthly meetigg of|the cham- 


_ ber, Fevruary 26, the committee reported as follows: ‘That 


the proposed system be not accorded the support of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce.’ The report was favorably accepted by the 
teustees and made the report of the Chamber of Commerce 
as a body.” ' 

INDIANA, 

President E. M. Bush of the Indiana Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association said: “Doubly we need our strength if 
the mail order and catalogue houses secure the enactment of 
their parcels post bill, the most unjust and iniquitous attempt 
at class legislation ever presented for the endorsement of the 
American people.” 

IOWA, 


President S. R. Miles, Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, said: “One of the greatest dangers threatening 
the retail interests of the country to-day is the parcels post 
movement, fathered by the catalogue and mail order houses. 
This subject, so ably presented by National President Bogar- 
dus and Secretary Corey before the National Hardware Job- 
bers and Manufacturers’ associations at ‘Atlantic City in: No- 
vember and attended: with such good results, will be. handled 
without gloves by Secretary Corey during this meeting. - I 
trust that some action may be taken that will result in plac- 
ing the Iowa association in the forefront of this movement.

This furnace is sold 
in competition to mine, and if I told you any of its 
weak points you would not believe me but would sim- 
ply say that I was ‘knocking’ a competitor. If you 
want me to tell you the good points of the Coward fur- 
nace I would be glad to do so.” 

“Well, Mr. Jones, if you prefer not to tell me the 
faults of the Saracen furnace perhaps you will tell me 
about its merits.” 

“My dear sir, there is a man named John X. Brown 
located a block and a half up the street. He gets 
$3,500 a year, or something like that amount, for tell- 
ing people about the merits of the Saracen furnace, 
and I don’t get a diabolical cent for doing it. Conse- 
quently I would suggest your seeing him about the 
matter.”

Poseyweed, came in to buy a side wall register for 
which he held the agency and after this had been sold 
our friend took him into camp on the furnace proposi- 
tion as follows: 

Mr. Jones—“What furnace do you handle, Mr. 
Poseyweed ?” 

Mr. Poseyweed—“The Zebra. I’ve been handling it 
for eleven years.

Mr. Jones—“I like the Zebra myself. It is one of the 
best furnaces made. The Zebra Furnace Co. have the 
right idea of an ash pit. They have a deep ash pit. I 
have no doubt that was one of the points of their fur- 
nace that appealed strongly to you.” 

Mr. Poseyweed—“Yes, I think a deep ash pit is all 
right.” 

Mr. Jones—I always liked that large oval ash pit on 
the Zebra, and if you will kindly look at this Coward 
furnace you will see how close a resemblance there is 
between the two. The Zebra ash pit is a foot deep, 
a fine depth for an ash pit, and the Coward is 1% 
feet deep. The Zebra ash pit is 2% feet wide and 
the Coward is as you’ see by this measure 3 feet wide. 
The Zebra ash pit, as you know, can hold quite an ac- 
cumulation of ashes. You have found that a good sell- 
ing point, have you not, Mr. Poseyweed ?” 

Mr. Poseyweed—“Yes, it has been a strong point in 
making sales, but—er—your ash pit must hold more 
ashes than the Zebra, Mr. Jones, does it not ?”

This last furnace is 
so constructed that a large space between the furnace 
and casing is provided for a large volume of air and 
the air in passing over its surfaces will strike all parts 
equally. This not only gives a decided advantage for 
heating a large volume of air at the same time, but it 
keeps the air pure and moist as in its natural healthy 
state and free from a burnt or parched condition. 

The fire pots are made of one piece of heavy steel, 
which forms the entire drum except the head, and are 
lined with the very best sectional fire brick, which are 
set in a circle, making them self-supporting and pre- 
venting them from falling out. They extend up to the 
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top of feed door to prevent any damage to the steel, 
and may be replaced through the feed door. 

The grates are triangular and hollow in the center. 
Either side may be turned to the fire, which prevents 
them from warping. The bars work separately, which 
permits the ashes to be removed around the sides with- 
out wasting coal. The ashes may be removed from 
any part of the fire pot and is an easy matter to crush 
the clinker through the grate. In case one bar should 
burn out, the one may be replaced without disturbing 
the others, which is done through the ash pit door. 

The furnace drums and radiators are made in five 
sizes, all of open hearth steel. The three smaller sizes 
are made of No. 10 gauge and the two larger sizes 
of No. 8; all radiators and smoke pipe under casing 
are made of No. 14 gauge. The heads of the three 
smaller sizes are No. 8 steel, and the two larger sizes 
are No. 6 steel. All are made of one piece of steel 
from the bottom to the top and are riveted tight like a 
boiler, rivets being placed about one inch apart, making 
them absolutely free from gas or smoke. The seam 
is riveted down the side instead of front to enable the 
pouches to be fitted on to a smooth surface. 

The horizontal dust chamber is not connected to the 
drum, thereby providing not only additional heating 
surface, but space between the drum and the three 
flues for the air to rise in. The clean out is in the 
end of the dust chamber. The feed pouch and radi- 
ators are constructed with heavy backing flanges, 
which prevents the steel from springing away. The 
single feed door is very large, so that wood and large 
lumps of coal may be fired.

The accompanying cut shows a cross section of the 
Underfeed furnace with casing manufactured by the 
Western Furnace & Foundry Co., Omaha, Neb. The

mechanism of this furnace is as follows: The hopper 
into which the coal is placed extends slightly beyond 
the casing of the furnace, and connects at the bottom 
with an inclined magazine placed below the grate. 
This magazine has a flaring or bell mouthed orifice 
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opening directly in the center of a circular grate, which 
receives the coal as it emerges from the magazine. The 
feeding plunger at the side is operated by a rack and 
pinion movement which is so arranged that when the 
lever is elevated the plunger is drawn back from un- 
der the hopper opening, allowing a part of the coal in 
the hopper to fall down in front of the plunger. In 
the reverse movement of the lever the coal is pushed 
up through the magazine underneath the grate, and at 
the same time the opening from the supply hopper is 
closed. This prevents any passage of air through the 
coal in the magazine and causes the coal over the 
mouth of the magazine to be formed into a charred or 
coked mass. The circular grate is mounted upon 
rollers so that it may be rotated freely around the 
mouth of the magazine. This is accomplished in ‘the 
usual manner by means of a handle inserted at the 
front. The fire pot is provided with a removable sec- 
tion at the front on a level with the grate line, which 
renders all parts of the fire readily accessible at any 
time. 

At the back of the furnace is placed a steel drum 
through which the hot gases from the fire pass on 
their way to the chimney. This is so provided with a 
vertical diaphragm that in one position of the pipe 
damper, the gases are diverted downward and then 
upward again into the chimney, adding largely to the 
radiating surface of the furnace, and in another po- 
sition of the damper they pass directly through into the 
chimney.

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SINGLE AND DOUBLE FURNACE PIPE. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In reply to R. B. about single and double furnace 
pipe, allow me to say that there is a great difference 
of opinion as to the use of same. For safety there 
certainly can be no question that double pipe is the 
best, for with it there is a continuous space between 
the inside and outside pipe, allowing a current of air 
to pass between them, thereby preventing the outside 
pipe, or that part resting against the woodwork, to 
become overheated. With single pipe I have seen 
cases where the woodwork was actually charred. 

As to the durability, I think there is no difference, as 
one will not rust any sooner than the other. 

When the question of economy is considered, it de- 
pends considerably on how the single pipes are put 
up, if as R. B. describes them, viz., first lining the 
studs with tin, next covering the pipes with asbestos 
and then after the pipes are put up, using metal lath; 
then the double pipe made by the various manufac- 
turers is without doubt the cheapest. 

A stack of single pipe put up in this way, not includ- 
ing register, will cost about $3.25, whereas a double 
pipe of same capacity will cost $3.00. 

With single pipes put up without the additional 
covering the first cost will be less than on double pipe. 

As for capacity, will say that a larger single pipe 
can be used, but this pipe is generally of very light 
material ; it is easily buckled; the clinches of plaster 
coming through the lath often reduces it to half its 
original size. With double pipe there is always an 
unobstructed passage, less friction and consequently a 
better flow of air. 

It is true that the use of patented double pipe will 
take some work away from the tin shop, but will not 
be a detriment to either the boss or workman. The 
boss can buy pipe cheaper than he can have it made 
in his own shop, and it is not necessary to carry it in 
stock for months, as shipment from factory is gen- 
erally very prompt, and he can buy just when and 
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what is needed. In this way the money invested in 
tin for pipe can be used for other material and the 
tinner given employment on another class of work. 

R. B. will see by this that I am partial to double 
pipe. In my long years of experience in this line of 
work, I have come in contact with a number of tin- 
ners who considered single pipe as the best, but who 
were induced to use double pipe for one job, and 
after that they did not object to using it and soon 
preferred it to any other. 

I have never seen any one going back to the use 
of single goods after using patented double pipe.

A THANKLESS TASK. 


From the earliest times criticism has been a thankless 
task, and one which the man of tact makes it his practice to 
avoid; and while I do not aim in this article to do any 
“knocking,” certainly none with any malice, I think I may be 
undertaking something which my more tactful brethren might 
shrink from. 

In the following notes on various papers read before the 
earlier conventions of the National Association of Master 
Steam and Hot Water Fitters, and the discussions which took 
place upon those papers, I hope to be of some service in resur- 
recting buried documents and getting the thoughts of the 
authors of the papers put in shape for a more permanent rec- 
ord for those who come after us. We are all working for 
others, and everything that we have is due to the work of our 
predecessors and our contemporaries. 

At the Master Fitters’*Convention, held at Philadelphia in 
1891, I and many others objected to the further reading of

papers. Mr. Harry D. Crane, formerly president of that asso- 
ciation and now president of our society, vigorously op- 
posed my position, urging that the thoughts of earnest men in 
regard to their life work should be sought for and their ex- 
pression and publication encouraged. I think that to his argu- 
ments in the course of that discussion it is largely due that the 
theories and methods of present-day heating engineers have 
been so fully recorded. 
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At the preceding convention, held in New York.in 1890, 
Mr. J. H. Mills of Boston read a paper, which was discussed 
‘by the late Mr. Chas. J. Gillis and some others, and which 
created some ill feeling in the secret souls of others who failed 
to put themselves publicly on record. 


PURELY BOSTONIAN. 


In 1892 the Convention was held in Boston. The first 
paper read was one by Mr. Arthur C. Walworth, on “Old 
Times in Steam Heating.” The author ably covered the intro- 
duction into this country of wrought iron pipe and everything 
that goes with it, including steam-fitting. He gave the names 
of the early workmen, but the paper was purely Bostonian 
and almost entirely ignored the work of Nason in New York, 
and the contemporaneous work of Morris & Tasker in Phila- 
delphia. This paper was discussed by Mr. Kendricken, also 
in a purely Bostonian local spirit—I should say a “hub” 
spirit, as the spokes and the tire had nothing to say just then. 

Following this, Mr. Gillis read a paper on “Architecture 
and the Architect.” His remarks in this paper on the judicial 
position of the architect, as between the client and the con- 
tractor, are true for all time. Mr. Gillis was a fine example of 
the courteous, conscientious, nineteenth-century gentleman. 
He was a classmate of General Grant at West Point, and the 
army lost an able officer when he left it for the steam-heating 
business. 

EXHAUST HEATING. 


The next paper before this convention was by Mr. E. P. 
Bates of Syracuse on “Utilization of Exhaust Steam,” in 
which he described the plant he had put in for Studebaker 
Bros. at South Bend, Ind. This paper is one of the most 
valuable ever published on exhaust heating. There was some 
discussion on this paper, and I recall that Mr. Bates advocated 
enlarging the exhaust ports of engines to facilitate the exit of 
the exhaust to the system. As Mr. Bates was an old marine 
engineer, this rather shocked me, but it is possible that he 
merely meant the outlets from the ports, as no engineer would 
let a steam fitter alter his valve ports. 

The next paper was by Mr. H. D..Crane of Cincinnati on 
the “Vacuum System of Steam Heating.” Mr. Crane con- 
fined himself largely to the Barnard system, giving proportions 
for risers, etc., and describing its use in connection with the 
overhead supply, single pipe system. This was a thoroughly 
practical paper and describes, for exhaust factory heating, a 
system identical with the so-called vapor, or French, or Tudor 
systems. The method of drafting the air and producing the 
partial vacuum, and the means of sealing the risers and regu- 
lating the volume of valves to prevent short circuiting, is in 
principle the same. Myown opinion is that the sizes given 
for risers, etc., could be reduced one-half. 

The next paper was entitled “Variations in Practice,” by 
H. J. Barron—no connection, or very little, with the present 
writer. Marcus Aurelius says that “nothing is; everything is 
becoming.” It was intended to provoke discussion, but it did 
not, although Mr. Franklin and Mr. Bates discussed Mr. 
Crane’s paper. 

The next paper at that convention was by Mr. Brecken- 
ridge of Boston, entitled “Steam Heating Below Atmospheric 
Pressure,” and was an exposition of A. G. Paul’s system; a 
well written and concise paper, but there was no time for 
proper discussion. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STANDARD FLANGES. 


At the 1893 convention held in Chicago, the most valuable 
document presented was probably Mr. Bates’ report of the 
Committee on Standard Flanges—merely a committee report. 

The first essay was Mr. A. C. Walworth’s presentation of 
a continuation of his previous paper, “Early Days of Steam 
Heating,” but written by his father, Mr. J. J. Walworth. Here 
we have the story of the early days of an art elaborated by 
the chief actor, and I think this paper, for that reason, a very 
valuable contribution. 

The next paper was by the present writer, entitled “A 
Look Ahead.” Its main purpose was to shake up the spokes 
and the tires, but it did not look far enough ahead, as the 
shaking up was more effectively done in-the last paper read at 
the convention, to which I will refer later. 
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BROTHERLY LOVE. 


The next paper was by Mr. L. H. Prentice on “Brotherly 
Love,” an excellent essay on the spirit of fraternity among 
those engaged in the same art. 

Then Mr. Geo. D. Hoffman of Chicago read a paper on 
“Combination Heating,” which was largely a defense of the 
hot-air furnace. It was an excellent paper and evoked some 
discussion of the sneering kind indulged in by many steam 
fitters when discussing furnace work. 


WASTED HEAT. 


The next paper was “Wasted Heat,’ by Mr. H. W. Heath; 
a very good paper on utiliizng the waste products of combus- 
tion. 

The next was by Mr. A. B. Franklin of Boston on the 
“Paul System,” a continuation of Mr. Breckenridge’s paper of 
the previous year. This paper gives the results of a number 
of practical tests, but there was no time for discussion. 


EARLY HISTORY OF WROUGHT IRON PIPE, 


The next and probably the best paper of the World’s Fair 
meeting was that by Mr. R. T. Crane of Chicago on the 
“Early History of Wrought Iron Pipe.” Then the spokes and 
the tire did some historical correcting for the hub. The paper 
gave a concise description of the process of making pipe and 
the early evolution of the industry in England, and Mr. Crane 
will be remembered by it when his great fortune and his ag- 
gressive personality are both forgotten. It was a pleasure to 
listen to this veteran heating engineer as he delivered this 
paper, himself a splendid example of the American worker, 
not forgetful of the calling by which he had advanced him- 
self, nor of the work of his predecessors in England. 


ENGLISH PRACTICE IN HEATING AND VENTILATING. 


At the New York Convention of 1894 Mr. David M. Nes- 
bit of London read his paper on “English Practice in Heating 
and Ventilating”; an excellent exposition of English methods. 


DIFFERENCE IN AMOUNT OF RADIATION REQUIRED IN BUILDINGS OF 
The next paper was by Mr. E. P. Bates on “Difference in 
Amount of Radiation Required in Buildings of Poor and Good 
Construction,” a thoroughly practical paper. ' 
TYPES OF HEATING BOILERS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The paper which followed was by Mr. A. C. Walworth on 
“Types of Heating Boilers in the United States,” and was one 
of the most comprehensive essays ever produced on house- 
heating boilers, a careful and painstaking compilation of 
everything that had been done in the boilér line. 

Next, Mr. A. B. Franklin read a paper on the “Value of 
the Exhaust.” 


EARLY REMINISCENCES OF HOT-WATER HEATING. 

This was followed by “Early Reminiscences of Hot-Water 
Heating,” by John B. Farnsworth. This is really a humorous 
paper, if you consider that the author had started in the year 
1890 to see if he could learn something of the methods of hot- 
water heating, and, as it*was the last paper read at this con- 
vention, I think it shows the importance of making records of 
work accomplished, and the importance of accuracy in the 
history of our art. 

The history, written in the blood of the workers, is as 
truly the nation’s history as that which is written in its bat- 
tles, and, as civilization advances, the history of even an ob- 
scure art will be of the greatest importance, and Watt, Howe 
and McCormick will be remembered when the mighty kings 
of their day are utterly forgotten. 


RESURRECTION OF PRECIOUS WORK. 

All the various papers and discussions referred to can be 
found in the 1892 and 1893 souvenirs published by the Master 
Fitters’ association. I have thought it appropriate that at our 
tenth anniversary the work done in the Master Fitters’ meet- 
ings previous to the organization of this society should be 
resurrected and to an extent merged with the work of this 
society, where it properly belongs, to perfect and complete its 
records and prevent the loss of most valuable material. 

I have alluded to the presence of Mr. D. M. Nesbit at the 
1894 convention and of his reading a paper there. After that 
Mr. Nesbit found it worth while to visit this country very 
frequently and became a member of this society. Possibly as 
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a result of Mr. Nesbit’s visits and his observation of the 
works of this society, they have in Great Britain to-day the 
British Institute of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, which 
was organized in October, 1898, with Mr. Walter Jones act- 
ing as president. The first general meeting was held in Janu- 
ary, 1894, when Mr. Walter Jones of Stourbridge was elected 
president. The first toast was to “The Heating and Ventilat- 
ing Institution of Great Britain and the Parent Institution in 
the United States,” and was responded to by Mr. Nesbit. 
PAPERS READ BEFORE BRITISH HEATING MEN. 

Their April meeting was principally occupied by the pres- 
idential address and a discussion of it. At their July meet- 
ing Mr. A. E. Grindrod read a paper of the disfavor shown by 
fire insurance companies to high-pressure heating apparatus. 
At their October meeting Mr. W. R. Maguire of Dublin read 
a general paper on heating, and Mr. John Ritchen of Derby 
one on “Heating Surface; Its Best Form and Its Relation to 
Radiating Surface.” 

At their annual meeting in January, 1900, Mr. D. M. Nes- 
bit was elected president. Mr. Samuel Naylor read a paper 
on “Boilers for Low-Pressure Hot-Water Heating,” and Mr. 
Nesbit one on “Steam Heating at or Below Atmospheric 
Pressure.” 
MR. NESBIT’S PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

In May Mr. Nesbit freely gave, for the benefit of the mem- 
bers, his own personal experience on radiatofs, boilers, piping, 
the execution of contracts, etc. Mr. Nesbit made an address 
which was discussed at length, together with the paper read by 
him at the previous meeting too late for discussion at that 
time. 

At the July meeting Mr. R. E. Atkinson read a paper on 
“Domestic Hot-Water Supply,” and Mr. J. Nelson Russell 
read a paper on “Low-Pressure Hot-Water Heating.” 

At their October meeting Mr. R. E. Atkinson read an ex- 
cellent paper on “Standardization of Flanges,” and Mr. Thos. 
Patterson one on “Range Boilers.” 

MEETING FEBRUARY, IQOI. 

At their annual meeting held in February, 1901, Mr. W. J. 
Millington read a paper on “Steam as an Agent for Heating 
Schools, Churches and Other Large Buildings.” Mr. L. F. 
Pierson read a paper by Mr. Greenall on the “Plumbers’ Leg- 
islation Bill.” 

The principal feature of the July meeting was the paper 
by President Maguire, largely devoted to the work of the In- 
stitution and to the American Society. A paper was also read 
by John S. Palmer on the “Plumbers’ Legislation Bill,” which 
he compared with the Illinois State Plumbing Law. 

At the October meeting, Mr. C. Mason read a paper on 
low-pressure hot-water heating with special reference to dwell- 
ing houses, in the discussion of which much reference was 
made to American practice, and Mr. Milan a paper on “Do- 
mestic Hot-Water Supply and Explosions in Kitchen Boilers.” 

MEETING JANUARY, 1902. 

At the meeting of January 28, 1902, Mr. Walter Yates 
read an excellent paper on “Mechanical Ventilation,” the dis- 
cussion of which occupied most of the time of the meeting. 
As an illustration, he used the Antrim County Asylum. At 
this meeting Mr. J. Nelson Russell was elected president. 

In April there were papers by E. W. Naylor on “Ventila- 
tion of Buildings,” by Mr. Charles Pullman on “Warming and 
Ventilating as Available for Public Buildings,” and a further 
paper by Mr. R. E. Atkinson on “The Standardization of 
Flanges and Fittings,” in regard to which it was planned to 
form a committee consisting of members of the Institution 
of Heating and Ventilating, Mechanical, Civil and Marine En- 
gineers to formulate a standard. 

At this meeting the papers were: “Low-Pressure Steam 
Heating With Open Air Pipes,” by Samuel Naylor, and “Boil- 
ers, Old and New,” by Louis F. Pierson. 


MEETING OF JANUARY, 1903. 

In January, 1903, Mr. Louis F. Pierson, the new president, 
presided and read a short but suggestive address. Mr. R. L. 
Claypool read a paper on “Steam and Its Applications to the 
Heating of Railway Carriages.”

SAP BUCKET. 

















The following pattern of a sap bucket cover may 
prove of interest to many of our readers: It is made 
from 12x12 I C bright tin put into circular shears 
and cut around except one corner. Punch a hole 
in that corner to slip over the pile, bend down and 
fasten a rim about % in. by 20 in the middle of the 








rim to be under the hole and bend around and fasten 
at each end by solder or rivets. Rivets are used, as 
the cover is hung on the spile before the bucket is. 
It cannot blow off and the rim keeps it from blowing 
sideways and does not hinder in the least about empty- 
ing the sap from the pail. They are cut as large as 
the sheet will permit and the one size will fit a Io, 
12 or 14 or 16 quart bucket.

PIG IRON. 


As was predicted two weeks ago, prices for iron and 
steel products reached their lowest basis at that time 
and have been slowly advancing since. The gradual 
decline at the beginning of the year is being dupli- 
cated in that the rise is very gradual, but there is no 
doubt as to its being substantial. Buyers have been 
so cynical as to the condition of the market during 
the past few months that it will take some time to 
entirely eliminate this feeling and to prove that con- 
ditions are certainly improved. Buying during the 
early spring is almost invariably heavier than during 
the winter term, and it is confidently expected that 
this willbe the case this year. The inquiry has shown 
that this forecast has already materialized to some 
extent. The advancing prices have resulted in a 
buying movement of pretty large proportions, and in- 
quiries are frequent. 

Early deliveries are almost invariable, and many 
furnaces have turned down orders other than for im- 
mediate delivery. 

Prices have been raised at about a basis of 5o0c. 
Southern No. 2 is now selling here at $9.50, Birming- 
ham, while last week it was $9. Northern furnaces 
are stronger also, and are held at about $13.50 here 
for No. 2: It was said on Tuesday that one South- 
ern furnace had ordered his agent to advance prices 
to $10 and to withdraw from the market on No. 2 soft 
and Nos. 3 and 4 foundry. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Prices were raised $j per ton at the meeting of the 
large steel manufacturers held during the last week, 
but the demand continues without diminution, and 
local iron mills report that there is a steady and strong 
demand on the basis of $1.50, Chicago. Car builders, 
vehicle manufacturers and tool makers are buying 
most heavily at this price. We quote mill shipments, 
Chicago. delivery, carload lots, as follows: Bar iron, 
1.50c, half extras; soft steel bars, 1.514c, half extras, 
with 5c to 10c per 100 pounds extra for less than car- 
load lots with the regular extras for less than a ton 
of a size; angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%c base, half 
extras; hoops, 1.56%4c, full extras.
